MWOffsets shows three possibilities: 1470.063 WBCR Alcoa, Tennessee, 
1470.075 R.Huellas, Cali, Colombia, and 1470.08 HCED1 Ecos de Cayambe, Ecuador. FEB 27 
0729 - JBA carrier from suspected second harmonic such as Cali, measured 2940.133 which 
would make the fundamental about 1470.0655 kHz. Or MWOffsets has WBCR, Alcoa TN 
on 1470.063; NRC AM Log says 77 watts at night. Perhaps a DX'er in Maryville/Alcoa could 
confirm the offset and harmonic. MAR 1 0049 - JBA carrier presumed second harmonic 
from some LAm or NAm broadcaster on 1470.065 or so. Another measurement at 0658 
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UTC puts it on 2940.132 kHz. Others closer and/or with better antenna gain and/or with 
less noise should be able to ID this. [Hauser-OK]

COSTA RICA: Regarding Hauser's unID 2940+ harmonic log, it has a pretty hefty signal on the 
south mini-Bev here in North Carolina. Noted a much stronger signal on 2860 at the same time

Christian groups. Due to growing restrictions and governmental interference, Radio Center is 
moving from Moscow to Riga while keeping our radio studio in Moscow. Our new frequency on 
AM dial is 1602 kHz.

Want to Go on a DX Vacation — Ask Gary DeBock 


Looking for a dream location in the forward Pacific with the chance to track down MW stations 
from Africa and the Middle East-- in addition to the entire continent of Asia? Consider joining the 
November 1-7 ocean beach DXpedition at Poipu Kai on Hawaii's Kauai Island — the closest of the 
main Hawaiian islands to Asia. This point features an unobstructed salt water path to Asia and the 
South Pacific, as well as to North and South America. 

Last November's Ultralight trip resulted in loggings from Oman, Egypt, Iran, India (2), 
Bangladesh, Myanmar, Cambodia, Thailand, Vietnam (5), Bonaire and many other countries-- but 
this time we hope to have SDR capability by setting up Rockwork-type breakdown versions of 
broadband loops in the large, open patio area next to the gorgeous 2-BR condos at Poipu Kai-- a 5 
minute walk to the best snorkeling beach on Kauai. A Home Depot store about 20 minutes away 
provides access to broadband loop materials like PVC pipes, antenna wire and concrete bases. A 
video showing this dream DXing location is posted here. 

My wife and I have once again booked our 6-day vacation through a Costco Travel package, 
which offers round trip airfare for two (nonstop each way from Seattle), great accommodations in 
newer 2-BR condos at the Aston at Poipu Kai, a full sized rental car and a $50 Costco cash card-- all 
included in the $2.3K cost. For two DX’ers who would share one of the comfortable condos, the cost 
of the entire trip (per person) would be about $1,200. Three of us are already making plans for an 
awesome DX’ing vacation, and if you would like to join us in this hobby thrill of a lifetime, we 
would be honored to have you with us!

Re: New XHDATA D-808 Portable 

As most North American DX’ers found out last year, the cost to purchase an XHDATA D-808 
AM-FM-LW-SW-AIR SSB portable in the USA or Canada was significantly higher than in the rest of 
the world (around $112, in comparison to around $75). 

Apparently an eBay seller is now offering new D-808 models to USA purchasers for around $75, 
but you need to order through the Australian eBay system (link here). 

You will need to pay AU $12 shipping (about $8), but the radio is shipped from China, and the 
total cost will still be far below the other eBay listings. I don't know if this is a quirk that will soon 
disappear, but interest in the model remains very high, so nail down your new D-808 at $75.64 
while you can.

Yes, Ed, the D-808 was "inspired" by the CC Skywave SSB model (to use a term very generous to 
the Chinese reverse engineers). Both are manufactured in Shenzhen, China, and the D-808 appeared 
a few months after the Skywave SSB, with amazingly similar features. 

The full details of this wholesale design appropriation are unlikely to ever be revealed to the 
general public, but C. Crane has reason to deeply regret its decision to manufacture at the Redsun 
factories in Shenzhen. And most likely XHDATA company's 2018 restriction on direct shipment of 
the D-808 to North America was related to their fear of a copyright lawsuit by C. Crane.

Re: The New Radiwow R-108 The Good, the Bad, and the Ugly 

The Chinese-made Radiwow R-108 is a very compact AM-FM-LW-SW-AIR portable which has 
recently become available to North American purchasers via eBay, where it is currently offered at 
various prices (the lowest being $49.98, including free shipping) in listings such as this one. 

Since it is obviously an Ulftralight-sized radio and a DSP-enhanced design with multiple 
selectivity options, four of the R-108 models were purchased for performance tests, technical 
investigation, quality control checks and comparison with similar models. The Radiwow R-108 is 
manufactured by the same company that builds the XHDATA D-808, so the styling is very similar, 
with dark grey cabinets, orange colored power controls and company logos, and lithium-ion 
rechargeable batteries. And like with the D-808, you will search the owner's manual in vain for any 
type of manufacturer's warranty. 

This Chinese company certainly draws a lot of "inspiration" (to use a very generous term) from 
the C.Crane Skywave model (manufactured in the same Chinese city, Shenzhen, at the Redsun 
factories). Whereas the company's reverse engineers started their D-808 model with wholesale 
design appropriation of the Skywave SSB's technical innovations, the new R-108 matches the CC 
Skywave exactly in height, length and width, as well as in the location of the company logo, 
speaker, wrist strap, display, keypad, power control, tuning knob and volume control. As a 
crowning touch, the company's reverse engineers ensured that the R-108's screened-on tuning and 
volume control legends match those of the CC Skywave exactly. 

Since only one of the R-108 test models has arrived here so far I haven't yet done a full technical 
disassembly, although to its credit the R-108 does have good shielding of the DSP chip, avoiding the 
irritating digital whine which occurs in recent (post 2012) Tecsun PL-310ET and PL-380 models 
when the display is grasped. The R-108 also seems to correct the internal heterodyne generation 
issues of the Tecsun Si4734 DSP chip models (PL-310ET, PL-380 etc.), although my first R-108 test 
model does suffer from a new digital issue-- intermittent, nasty oscillations at the extreme high end 
of the AM band (1650-1700 kHz). Whether this a congenital issue or not will be determined when 
the remaining three R-108 models arrive, but previous reviews of this model have mentioned 
uneven quality control. 

The AM band performance does seem to be competitive with the Tecsun PL-380 model as far as 
sensitivity, DSP selectivity and digital functions, although the audio amp will max out more quickly 
on a weak signal. The multiple DSP options are quite good at this price point, especially when 
combined with the correction of the Tecsun PL-380's internal heterodyne issues. The AM antenna 
connections on the RF circuit board are highly accessible for enhanced loopstick transplant projects 
(see photos below), so assuming that the intermittent oscillations on the extreme high end of the 
AM band are limited to this one R-108 model, the R-108 could prove to be a real value winner as a 
"Supercharging” platform. More performance details and technical reports will be given when the 
other three R-108 test models arrive here, but so far, the model does appear to have good potential 
for AM-DX’ing, both as a stock and modified model.

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August 2018 Rockwork Cliff DXpedition 


The Grand DXing Tour of Multiple Ocean Cliff Turnoff Sites 
By Gary DeBock, Puyallup WA, USA February 2019 


Introduction: Somehow during the past few years a wild and wacky ocean cliff on the Oregon 
coast near Manzanita has become a South Pacific DXing hotspot, drawing a serious contingent of 
west coast hobbyists each summer despite the straight 
down plunge of 500 feet (152 meters) to the rocky 
ocean beach below. For the first time ever we had 5 
DXers participating this year, each with his own 
version of portable, breakdown antennas that could be 
constructed and disassembled repeatedly for sunrise 
DXing sessions. Initial skepticism that an ocean cliff 
can really enhance transoceanic DX signals seems to 
have given way to passionate conviction! 

Unfortunately this year we would all face a new 
challenge — a huge increase in the “sleeping squatter” population, which had spread out and 
occupied prime antenna space at almost all of the Highway 101 turnoffs. Most of these individuals 
seemed to be motivated by saving the cost of a motel fee, although quite a few of them seemed to be 
living out of their vehicles, with various related personal issues. Driving up each morning at 0400 
local time and setting up our antennas right next to these total strangers in total darkness right next 
to the plunging ocean cliff made for some exciting DXing sessions, in more ways than one. 

Despite the wild local environment the South Pacific DX certainly didn’t disappoint, with the best 
signals ever received from 558-Radio Fiji One, 1017-A3Z in Tonga and multiple Kiwi stations. 
DXpedition partner Tom Rothlisberger scored the biggest haul of South Pacific Longwave NDB 
beacons ever received on the North American west coast (55) on August 7 and 8, and I was able to 
track down the long range Australian beacon 260-NF on Norfolk Island (500 watts at 6.694 miles/ 
10,773 km) myself with my Tecsun PL-380 Ultralight and 12 inch Longwave FSL on August 8. Craig 
Barnes joined us for the first time from Colorado, and was an extremely quick learner with his 
modified Tecsun PL-380 Ultralight and 3. 5 inch Frequent Flyer FSL. Nick once again joined us from 
Victoria BC, running relative DX signal strength tests at 
the various turnoffs — occasionally leaving Craig and I 
to guard his gear from the squatters as he went 
elsewhere. Finally Chuck joined our group during the 
latter part of the week, setting up his broadband loop 
and Perseus-SDR wherever there was enough space in 
between the squatters. 

Because of the squatter proliferation I had a very 
interesting time, driving in overnight from Puyallup 
WA during the early morning of August 1 and setting 
up my multiple monster FSL’s at the usual Rockwork 4 turnoff at 0400 local time — only to have a 
squatter walk up in the total darkness, demanding to know what I was doing on “his” turf. 
Although his claim to the real estate was a total farce I decided that chasing DX right next to his 
audio ORM was not going to accomplish much, so Craig and I moved to Rockwork 5 for our first 
morning session (which turned out to be awesome). In the next few days Craig and I (who worked 
together as a team) would end up at Rockwork 3, 4, 5 and 6 on various days, all because of the 
search for antenna space in between the squatters. All of the other DXers had similar challenges, 
with the exception of Tom (who was able to stay at Rockwork 4 for the duration, apparently by 
being big enough to scare away the squatters). 

During this DXpedition I would use a couple of 7.5 inch loopstick XHDATA D-808 models as my 
primary receivers, with 531 kHz (only) recorded by a 7.5 inch loopstick CC Skywave SSB model. 
Two 15 inch and one 17 inch Monster FSL antennas provided some serious DXing gain, boosting up 
the distant South Pacific DX signals to strong levels. As usual the “Kiwi Cliff” provided a strong 
NZ-favoring mix of South Pacific DX, with Tom reporting 62 Kiwi and 43 Aussie MW stations for a 
total of 105 DU stations received on his Perseus-SDR and broadband loop during this trip. But it 
certainly seemed like Tom’s record west coast haul of 55 Longwave South Pacific beacons really put 
this DXpedition on the all-time map — many of which were received for the first time in North 
America. Tom’s own August 2018 Rockwork 4 DXpedition report (including many dazzling drone 
photos of the ocean cliff environment) is posted here. 

My own August 2018 Rockwork DXpedition video (showing the multiple FSL and Ultralight 
radio setups at Rockwork 6 on August 9") is posted here. 
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Listed below are the South Pacific signals from New Zealand, Australia, Fiji and Tonga received 
curing the trip, along with a 500 watt Longwave beacon from Norfolk Island (in between NZ and

Australia). With the exception of the two Longwave 
beacons all of these were recorded at the Rockwork 
ocean cliff near Manzanita, Oregon from August 1-9 
with 7.5" loopstick portables (CC Skywave SSB and 
XHDATA D-808) and "Airport Unfriendly" 15" and 
17" FSL antennas. Signals which reached an S9 level 
at some point in the recording are marked with a 
bold_and_ underlined frequency. As usual, sincere 
appreciation is expressed for all who assisted in 
station identification, especially my Kiwi English 
translator, Theo Donnelly of Burnaby BC. 


AUSTRALIA NF, Norfolk Island, 500 watts. AUG 8 1209 — The low power air navigation 
beacon made its first appearance in 7 years during a superb Longwave propagation 
opening. Received with a Tecsun PL-380 and 12" Longwave FSL, the same propagation 
opening was used by DXpedition partner Tom to track down an awesome total of 55 
beacons from Australia, NZ and the Pacific. 

ALASKA ACE, Homer, 50 watts(?). AUG 9 1208 —- Fairly rare Alaskan air navigation 
beacon with TWEB weather broadcast was one of the highlights of a Longwave Alaskan 
opening. 

AUSTRALIA 2PM, Kempsey, 5 kW. AUG 1 1245 — Call-in talk on the "Help Line" with the 
Super Radio Network mentioned (at the 22 second point); also showed up on most sessions 
with the Australian lottery numbers around 1320. 

AUSTRALIA 4KZ, Innisfail, 10 kW (presumed). AUG 8 1252 — Classic soft rock format at 
good strength matching the website info, but no IDs showing up for me or Tom; there isn't 
much doubt about identity, however. 

NEW ZEALAND More FM, Alexandra, 2 kW. AUG 8 1300 — The obscure modern rock 
station usually managed at least one S9 peak each morning, and was fully competitive with 
Kiwi co-channel PI for the first time. This TOH recording demonstrates its potent capability 
at the cliff. 

NEW ZEALAND PI, Auckland, 5 kW. AUG 7 1248 — Pacific island music at a huge level at 
1248 on 8/7 was typical from this low band powerhouse, which was frequently in an all- 
Kiwi snarl with its overachieving co-channel More FM. 

AUSTRALIA 6WA, Wagin, 50 kW. AUG 9 1254 — Last chance reception on the final day of 
the DXpedition before being immediately swallowed up by Fiji; this was its fourth 
appearance in four years at the cliff. Although this was a somewhat dicey recording, the 
operative words (from 30 to 35 seconds) are "you have to be extremely careful of the vanity 
publishing area"). ABC website Podcast material matching the "operative words" on the 
Nightlife program (proving 6WA reception) is here. 

FIJI Radio Fiji One, Naulu, 10 kW. AUG 1 1252 — The donated Japanese transmitter still 
puts out awesome signals for this native-language powerhouse, including this S9 island 
music with a Song Medley ID ("Radio Fiji One, na domoiviti") at 1:38 into this recording at 
1252 on 8/1. This was its strongest signal ever at the cliff. AUG 9 1255 — More of the typical 
island choral music, with good strength. AUG 8 1331 — “I Love a Rainy Night” (the old 
Eddie Rabbitt song) sung in Fijian style at 1331 on 8/8. 

NEW ZEALAND Radio Sport, Invercargill, 5 kW. AUG 5 1307 — One of the tougher Kiwis 
came through with Yankee-accented Fox Sports News relay //792, showing up for the first 
time in three years. 

NEW ZEALAND Radio New Zealand National, Wellington, 50 kW. AUG 3 1320 — After 
demolition of its old tower the Radio New Zealand big gun has sometimes sounded anemic 
on the west coast, but certainly not at this time, with Indian-accented English. 

AUSTRALIA 2RN, Sydney, 50 kW. AUG 5 1253 —- The RN network big gun sounded 
pretty anemic on the "Kiwi Cliff" throughout the entire trip, such as this time, when it was 
barely stronger than the "dwarf Star." 

NEW ZEALAND Star, Hamilton, 2.5 kW. AUG 5 1253 — The "dwarf Star" manages music 
under 2RN, which is // 657-Star at the same time (as recorded here). 

AUSTRALIA 7RN, Hobart, Tasmania, 10 kW. AUG 6 1306 — The RN network Tasmanian 
must have somehow hacked into the Kiwi propagation pipeline; at the time it was much 
stronger than its 576 parallel.

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NEW ZEALAND Radio Ngati Porou, Ruatoria, 2 kW. AUG 6 1306 — This is one of the 
toughest possible catches from New Zealand. During the 7RN recording some choral music 
is audible under Tasmania, and after about a minute I decided to check for a Maori net 
parallel on 603-Waatea (at 2:08 into the recording). Much to my surprise 603 had the same 
choral music, nailing down reception of this station with legendary weakness (for the first 
time in 4 years). 

AUSTRALIA 3WV, Horsham, 50 kW. AUG 3 1326 — This Oz big gun was mostly cannon 
fodder for the Kiwi co-channel Star, rarely even managing a decent signal-- one more victim 
of the cliff's preference for New Zealand. 

NEW ZEALAND Star Timaru/Wanganui, 5 kW/2 kW. AUG 3 1326 - Another Kiwi 
overachiever, this low powered network was socking it to the Oz big gun 3WV all week, 
including with this powerful Christian music // 657. 

AUSTRALIA 2RN, Nowra, 10 kW. AUG 1 1256 — Mostly MIA or way under Radio Waatea, 
it did manage a very rare moment of dominance. 

NEW ZEALAND Radio Waatea, Auckland, 5 kW. AUG 3 1318 — This Maori net flagship 
station was one of the stronger Kiwi signals, but never quite reached the blistering levels of 
531-PI, 567 and 657. This beautiful music was typical. 

AUSTRALIA 2HC, Coff’s Harbour, 5 kW. AUG 1 1318 — Call-in talk format apparently 
// 531. 

NEW ZEALAND Radio New Zealand National, Alexandra, 2 kW. AUG 1 1317 — This low 
power relay had its best signal ever at the cliff with male conversation // 567. 

NEW ZEALAND Star, Wellington/Tauranga, 50 kW/10 kW. AUG 6 1238 — The flagship 
Star station sure was playing the part with Christian music at an overwhelming level, 
including an ID at the end of this recording. AUG 2 1302 - Star’s New Zealand news at 
very good strength. 

NEW ZEALAND Radio New Zealand National, Christchurch, 10 kW. AUG 5 1241 — Very 
good strength // 567 with female Kiwi English speech. 

AUSTRALIA 2BL, Sydney, 50 kW. AUG 5 1259 — The Oz big gun was usually dominant 
over the Kiwi oldies station Magic, such as with this 59 signal (with 6 pips at the TOH). 
NEW ZEALAND Magic, Auckland, 10 kW. AUG 2 1228 - Despite the Kiwi-slanted cliff 
this oldies station lost out to 2BL almost every session. One rare moment of dominance was 
at this time. 

NEW ZEALAND Magic, Christchurch, 5 kW. AUG 3 1256 — Usually pretty tough to track 
down with decent strength, this oldies relay had one of its best signals ever with “That'll Be 
the Day.” 

NEW ZEALAND Radio New Zealand National, Auckland, 10 kW. AUG 3 1308 — Good 
signal // 567 with male Kiwi English speech. 

NEW ZEALAND Radio Kahungunu, Napier-Hastings, 2.5 kW. AUG 1 1218 — The 
overachieving Maori station was its usual potent self with island music and Maori chants; it 
was usually slightly stronger than its 603 parallel (Radio Waatea). 

AUSTRALIA 3LO, Melbourne, 50 kW. AUG 9 1239 — Female speech at good strength 
// 702. 

NEW ZEALAND Radio Sport, New Plymouth, 5 kW. AUG 4 1234 — This Kiwi relay of Fox 
Sports News (during our sunrise sessions) had a rough time up against 3LO, but was 
audible with Yankee English during the early part of this recording. 

NEW ZEALAND Radio Sport, Hamilton, 5 kW. AUG 8 1327 — Showing up weakly with 
Yankee-accented sports talk. 

UnID-DU AUG 9 1316 - Strong rhythmic music not // 702 and not sounding like NZ’s 
(Christian) Rhema network. According to Nick this mystery station was also heard by Bill 
W at Grayland on the same morning. No parallels were available, but evidence seems to 
indicate the 2 kW station 3CR in Melbourne, Australia. 

NEW ZEALAND Chinese Voice, Auckland, 1 kW. AUG 2 1309 — One of the most 
incredible signals of the entire DXpedition — the 1 kW ethnic station pounds into the cliff at 
an S9 level — ocean cliff propagation at its finest! 

NEW ZEALAND Star, Christchurch, 10 kW. AUG 3 1309 —- Good strength through some 
splatter with Christian music // 657. 

AUSTRALIA 2KY, Sydney, 5kW. AUG 8 1304 — The Oz horse racing station gamely tried 
a matchup with its Tongan co-channel in this recording, but should have stayed behind the 
gate. 

TONGA A3Z, Nuku'alofa, 10 kW AUG 1 1314 — Yikes! The rejuvenated Pacific island big 
gun thunders into the cliff with the strongest signal I've ever heard recorded in North 
America, featuring island music... almost loud enough to wake up the sleeping squatters. 
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AUG 1 1221 — This booming Tongan island music was received on the same morning. AUG 
2 1318 — On the second day, Tonga "only" reached an S9 level with its beautiful island 
music. AUG 3 1250 — The new Big Gun DU pounds in with S9 music. AUG 8 1304 — The 5 
kW Australian station 1017-2KY tries to make it a horse race, but ends up folding in the 
clutch. AUG 8 1304 — The exact same segment was recorded on the stand-alone 7.5" 
loopstick XHDATA D-808 model (all the others were assisted by the 17" FSL antenna). Even 
the hot-rodded portable receives a fine signal from Tonga (and a sinking signal from 
Sydney). 

1026 NEW ZEALAND Newstalk ZB, Kaitaia/Whangarei, 2/2 kW. AUG 5 1326 - Male Kiwi 
English conversation at fair level // 1035. 

1035 NEW ZEALAND Newstalk ZB, Wellington, 10 kW. AUG 2 1320 - Certainly an 
underperformer for the power level, suffering from an IBOC pest near the frequency. It 
managed a weak signal at this time. 

1503 NEW ZEALAND Radio Sport, Wel onl eee 5/2.5 kW. AUG 8 1318 - Easily 
the strongest of the Radio Sport frequencies, 
with a couple of network ID’s and an 
advertisement.

Gnreported Domestic Stations 


One station was reported to DDXD this issue for the first time since at least Volume 67 (1999- 
2000): WKXR-1260. In addition, three long-silent stations on the unreported list have now been 
permanently deleted: WGSB-1060, KBHC-1260, and WAGS-1380. Thus, the count of unreported 
stations over this period falls to 352 (out of 4,697 full-service AM stations currently licensed in the 
U.S. and Canada — ie., excluding TIS/HAR stations and Canadian LPRTs). The full unreported list 
was last printed in issue 85-19. Can you hear and report one next time?

Solar activity is expected to be at very low to low levels throughout the outlook period. 

No proton events are expected at geosynchronous orbit. 

The greater than 2 MeV electron flux at geosynchronous orbit is expected to range from normal to 
very high levels. Very high levels are expected on 29/30 Mar; high levels are expected on 11 Mar, 14- 
19 Mar, 27-28 Mar, and 31 Mar - 06 Apr; moderate levels are expected on 12/13 Mar and 20-22 Mar; 
mostly normal levels are expected 23-26 Mar. All elevated levels of electron flux are anticipated due 
to influence from multiple, recurrent CH HSSs. 

Geomagnetic field activity is expected to range from quiet to G1 (Minor) geomagnetic storm 
levels. G1 conditions are expected 11 Mar due to possible glancing blows from the 8 Mar CMEs. 
Active conditions are expected 12 Mar - 15 Mar due to waning CME activity followed by HSS 
effects from a negative polarity CH. Unsettled to quiet conditions are expected 16-17 Mar as CH 
effects wane.
